Channels that head on Concepcioh volcano are subject to lahars generated
by torrentid rains, landdides, and earthquakes. Lahar-hazard zones are
subdivided into four zones on the basis of arange of hypothetical lahar
volumes[3].

NOTE: Although the map shows sharp boundaries for hazard zones, the
degree of hazard does not change abruptly at these boundaries. Rather,
the hazard decreases gradually as distance from the volcano increases
(small volume events are more common than large volume events). The
hazard decreases rapidly as elevation above the valey floor increases.
Areasimmediately beyond outer hazard zones should not be regarded as
hazard-free, because the boundaries of hazard zones can be located only
approximately, especidly in areas of low rdlief. Many uncertainties
about the source, size, and mobility of future events preclude locating
the boundaries of zero-hazard zones precisely.
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
